A TWO-month consultation exercise 
into proposals for a new Mil junc¬ 
tion at Harlow is to be held again 
after Essex County Council agreed 
the questionnaire was flawed. 

The original consultation ran from 
December 2 until January 31, with 
exhibitions held at several venues in 
Harlow and the surrounding areas. 

The county council’s preferred solu¬ 
tion to alleviate the town’s traffic 
problems is a new junction 7a on the 
Mil accessed from Gilden Way. Sug¬ 
gested alternatives include a flyover 
linking both sides of the A414 or a 
northern bypass. 

But Harlow county councillor Mike 
Danvers (Labour) complained that 
the consultation questionnaire did 
not allow residents to record a nega¬ 
tive answer. 

Cllr Danvers told the Star this 
week: “I attended a full county coun¬ 
cil meeting and said that, arising 
from a public meeting organised by 
Harlow Civic Society to discuss the 
proposed Mil junction, residents 
protested that when they tried to 
reply to the consultation website a 
negative answer was not possible. 

“I asked whether Rodney Bass [cab¬ 
inet member for highways and trans¬ 
portation] would acknowledge the 
consultation process was flawed and 
would he start over again. He agreed 
it was flawed and the process would 
start again. 

“Under further questioning he 
promised to consult widely about the 
issue.” 

Cllr Danvers, who is also a district 
councillor, added: “I’m very pleased 
the consultation has been reopened 
and that that council has noticed the 
strength of local opposition, particu¬ 
larly at the civic society meeting.” 

The new round of consultations will 
be open until Monday, March 17. 
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‘Flawed’ consultations over proposals for a

All responses from the previous 
exercise will be kept and used where 
appropriate. Those taking part are 
not required to answer every ques¬ 
tion on the consultation. 

Former Harlow MP and Harlow 
Civic Society chairman Stan Newens 
said: “I am very glad that the consul¬ 
tation has been restarted as it gives 
people the opportunity to put in their 
protests. 

“I think that people should have the 
opportunity to speak out and I am 
delighted that this will take place. 
There is a petition stating the access 


road should not be through Gilden 
Way which we hope to present to 
Essex County Council before the end 
of the consultation. 

“We are, all the time, considering 
actions we can take to advance our 
protests against having the access 
road on Gilden Way.” 

Harlow councillor Simon Carter, 
(Conservative), who favours the Gil¬ 
den Way option, said: “I am glad that 
there is a longer consultation because 
there are clearly concerns about the 
impact of the proposals. 

“But there are a lot of implications 


with what the county council is try¬ 
ing to achieve and I am not sure eve¬ 
rybody knows that. I think the coun¬ 
cil has used the best option for 
Harlow. 

“We do need another junction and 
Essex County Council seems to be 
working hard at trying to mediate the 
impact of moving traffic forward.”

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Son assaulted 
mother during 
argument over 
mobile phone 

A MAN who attacked his 
mother during an argument 
about a mobile phone has 
been spared jail after telling 
a court he was genuinely very 
sorry. 

Bradley Bishop, 33, of 
Quarry Spring, Harlow, was 
ordered to carry out unpaid 
work and been made the 
subject of a community 
order. 

He pleaded guilty at 
Chelmsford Magistrates 
Court to charges of 
assaulting Sharon Bishop, 52, 
by beating on January 8 this 
year and criminal damage to 
a wooden table. 

Prosecutor Kathy Wilson 
said Bishop had moved back 
in with his mother after he 
had split up from his partner. 

However, Miss Wilson said 
his mother found it difficult 
to cope with his mood 
swings which were becoming 
worse. 

They argued when she 
asked for her mobile phone 
back. In a rage he grabbed 
her upper arms to push her 
out of his bedroom but in the 
process knocked her head 
against a wall. He then 
pulled her around by her 
arms and grabbed her hair. 

Miss Wilson said that as 
Mrs Bishop ran downstairs 
her son threw items from the 
landing, including a 
Christmas tree. She was not 
hit but Bishop then picked up 
a small wooden table and 
smashed off the legs. 

Liz Middleton, representing 
Bishop, said in mitigation the 
victim was at court to 
support her son and wanted 
him to receive help with his 
issues including his drinking. 

Bishop was sentenced to a 
two-year community order 
with 24 months supervision 
and 40 hours of unpaid work. 
He was also ordered to 
undergo alcohol treatment 
and relationship 
programmes. 

Chairman of the bench 
Paul Taylor told him: “An 
assault against your mother 
is particularly serious.” 


Cat owners face £4k 
bill after dog attack

THE owners of a cat have been left 
with vets’ bills amounting to thou¬ 
sands of pounds after it was 
attacked by a dog in their own 
garden. 

Five-year-old Gizmo was savaged 
by a bull terrier-type dog and it 
took four adults to pry the dog off 
the feline according to owners 
Graham and Kim Dorman. 

“We were sitting in our garden 
having drinks, and our cat was on 
our backdoor step,” said Mr 
Dorman, a self-employed garden¬ 
er. 

“A bull terrier got into the garden 
and attacked Gizmo. It took four of 
us to get the dog off, it was awful. 

“Gizmo is recovering now, he had 
a badly broken leg and now has a 
limp and his stomach was punc¬ 
tured in several places. The vet 
bills cost us £4,000 which is a lot of 
money that we don’t really have. 

“He also had to stay in a cage for 
six weeks so that he could recover 
properly. He is a lovely, friendly cat, 
he has a lovely nature. 

“He’s out of the cage now, a little 
earlier than he should be really, 
because he was desperate to stretch 
his legs and have a walk around but 
he’s getting better. He was in pretty 
bad shape though.” 

The attack took place on New 
Year’s Day and was reported to 
police by Mr Dorman. After more

than a month, Gizmo is starting to 
get back to his normal self. 

The 65-year-old, who has had 
Gizmo since he was a kitten, added: 
“The owners of the dog refused to 
pay or help us with the costs of the 
bills or anything like that.”

Houses damaged in 
storm-force winds

GALE-force winds ripped off roofs 
and damaged properties across town. 

One couple left to pick up the pieces 
were Gavin and Hayley Cocksman, 
whose home in Taylifers sustained 
damage to the roof and cladding. 

“Our property was really badly dam¬ 
aged because of the weather on 
Saturday,” said Mrs Cocksman, 33. “It 
happened at about 2am and I con¬ 
tacted Harlow Council at 9.30am to fix 
it. 

“In the end my husband went up on 
the roof to drill bits of cladding back 
on so wires were not exposed and it 
wasn’t a danger to passers-by. 

“Nobody arrived until about 8pm 
and he was shocked at how bad the 
damage was but didn’t do anything.” 

Mrs Cocksman, a customer service 
executive, added: “I was eventually 
told that nothing could be done 
because they would need scaffold¬ 
ing.” 

A spokeswoman for council contrac¬ 
tors Kier Harlow said yesterday 
(Wednesday): “We responded to a call 
received at 7.14pm on Saturday from a 
resident in Taylifers. 

“Due to the nature of the damage, we 
identified that scaffolding was requi¬ 
red to carry out the repair safely. We 


can confirm that repairs will start in 
the next five working days. 

“We are prioritising repairs for those 
affected by the winds, including 
elderly and vulnerable customers. 

“We apologise for any inconvenience 
caused at this very busy time and 
would ask all our customers to be 
patient. We are doing everything pos¬ 
sible to respond to repairs as soon as 
we can.” 

The council received 34 calls to its 


out-of-hours service on Saturday 
relating to wind damage, including 
fallen tree reports, damaged property 
and damage to fences. 

Firefighters were called to a house in 
Jerounds on Friday night after the roof 
was blown off. Crews were also sent to 
Spinning Wheel Mead shortly before 
midnight after a corrugated roof was 
blown off a home. 

In both incidents they were able to 
make temporary repairs. 



Train company ‘worst in country’ 


TRAIN operator Abellio Greater 
Anglia which runs services 
through Harlow, is the worst in 
the country according to a 
national survey of passengers. 

The company came bottom of 
the barrel with a satisfaction 
rating of just 40 per cent 
following feedback gathered 
from 507 GA passengers by 
consumer group Which? 

According to commuters 
nationwide, they were the worst 
of a generally bad lot, with 
passengers travelling with the 
majority of Britain’s train 
operating companies expressing 
dissatisfaction. 

The survey of more than 7,400 
regular users produced 
satisfaction scores of 50 per cent 
or less for 11 out of 19 train 
operators surveyed. 

The most satisfied customers 


used Merseyrail, a self-contained 
network around Liverpool. The 
best scores for commuter trains 
went to National Express C2C, 
with Virgin topping the long¬ 
distance table. 

Eight in 10 passengers believed 
tickets were too expensive and 
one in five said they had been 
forced to stand on their last 
journey. 

Greater Anglia rated lowest for 
cleanliness among commuters. 
More than one in 10 passengers 
said toilets were not in good 
working order. 

Richard Lloyd, the executive 
director of Which?, said: “It’s 
disappointing to see some train 
companies consistently falling 
down on the basics of customer 
service, with dirty and 
overcrowded carriages and 
toilets that don’t work.”

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Northern route the only way to 
take traffic away from centre 

SIR, The fact that residents of Church 
Langley rejected option one which would 
mean having a new motorway access road 
running through their homes is hardly 
surprising. 

Cllr Simon Carter ( Letters, February 6) 
seems to know someone in the Old Harlow 
area who “can see the benefits” of having 
the road run through their area (option 
two). I happen to live on the route and 
know many folk in the area. From those I 
have spoken to the unanimous view is ‘no’, 
just like the residents of Church Langley. 
Harlow already has a perfectly good 
access to the Mil. Our problem is that it 
gets clogged up by through traffic on the 
A414. 

I have long admired the effectiveness of 
the Stop Harlow North campaign, 
although disagreeing with its aims. 
Surprisingly though, a northern bypass is 
not even given as an option in a survey 
being carried out by Cllr Carter on behalf 
of Robert Halfon. The survey simply says 
‘not preferred by Essex County Council’. 
Much as I wouldn’t want to upset ECC, 
they, and the supporters of Stop Harlow 
North need to be told that the northern 
bypass is the only route which takes traffic 
on the A414 - much of it associated with 
Stansted Airport - away from the centre of 
our town. 

Cllr Carter's letter is illogical and, I 
suspect, party politically biased.

Gilden Way option will only 
compound existing problems 

SIR, In response to Cllr Simon Carter’s 
letter about the proposed new Mil 
junction at Harlow in which he says a 
northern bypass will not solve the town's 
problems of congestion, neither will the 
Gilden Way option. 

As a member of Church Langley 
Residents’ Association, I am moved to ask 
how many residents were actually present 
at the meeting where Cllr Carter found 
“unanimous” support for the proposal and 
whether support was for an Mil junction 
or the particular Gilden Way link being 
proposed at the moment? 

I have yet to meet anyone living at 
Church Langley who supports the 
particular scheme being proposed simply 
because feeding traffic into Gilden Way 
does not solve the problems but will 
compound them. 

The Gilden Way option would make as 
much sense as to position the new 
junction so as to run the traffic down 
Church Langley Way - i.e. none 
whatsoever. 

If a northern route will not work then the 
only route that makes sense (and would be 
the most successful choice) would be a 
southern route. Unfortunately, a southern 
route would probably be the most costly in 
the short term, but what is the point in 
spending money on other routes that fail 
to solve the problem? 

Cllr Carter seems worried about traffic 
travelling out of town but take a look at the 
traffic coming in at the Mil junction. It 
regularly backs up along the Mil and 
there is a similar back up along the A414 at 
Eastwick. 
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Additionally, Second Avenue backs up at 
virtually any time of day as soon as the 
bus lane lights or the pedestrian crossing 
lights by the Leisurezone show red. 

What will solve the inflow problem will 
also solve the outflow issue. 

Perhaps the county council might publish 
the dynamic traffic flow modelling 
analysis on YouTube to show just how the 
various options would or would not work 
so we can all see how they came to 
propose the scheme in the first place. 

Then we can see the “facts” to which Cllr 
Carter refers.

Give residents a real say 
in the future of our town 

SIR, Harlow Council leader Mark 
Wilkinson is misleading people by citing 
Gilden Way as an example of what can 
happen when Harlow does not have a 
“robust” Local Plan (Star, January 30). 

The Gilden Way site was first designated 
for development over 25 years ago and was 
in the current Replacement Local Plan. 

Cllr Wilkinson is also not telling the 
entire story. Yes, Harlow could have a 
robust Local Plan but most of the major 
development sites he lists are in other 
planning areas, so the views of Harlow’s 
residents really do not matter. 

There is a duty for those neighbouring 
authorities to consult with Harlow, but 
they are further along their Local Plan 
processes than us so perhaps it is too late 
for us to have any real influence. 

I also hear that Labour-run Harlow 
Council is not responding to adjoining 


councils trying to consult, is not 
answering even simple approaches from 
developers themselves and is not engaging 
with opposition groups. 

Instead of being critical of the new 
planning regime, perhaps Cllr Wilkinson 
could open his eyes and come up with 
some better ideas to ensure Harlow 
residents have a real say in the future of 
this town. 

As happens in other areas, why not 
negotiate and set up a joint planning body 
for the four planning authorities to cover 
the areas in and around Harlow? As any 
edge of town development will probably 
lead to boundary changes, why not try and 
o for them now? Why not use the localism 
ill and go for a neighbourhood plan 
encompassing all the surrounding 
proposed development land? All are 
worthy of consideration but I know that 
none have even been considered. 

Cllr Wilkinson talks about being open 
and transparent during this Local Plan 
process but he has made a bad start by not 
even giving people all the facts.

Unemployment should not be 
treated as a lifestyle choice 

SIR, The hardship fund established by 
Harlow Council to aid victims of its 24 per 
cent cut in council tax relief for jobless 
householders was exposed at meeting of 
the council on February 6 as being little 
more than a fig leaf behind which Labour 
councillors try to hide their shame. 

In response to a question from a member 
of the public it was stated that £15,250 has 


been allocated to the fund. There are 
approximately 3,700 working age 
householders in Harlow without 
employment. If the hardship fund were to 
be equally distributed, then each person 
would receive about £4.12 - not enough in 
most cases to cover even one week’s 
council tax. 

The same amount has been allocated for 
the next financial year, whereas council 
tax, food and fuel prices will rise but out- 
of-work benefits will go up by less than the 
rate of inflation. In other words, the fund 
will decline in real terms. 

The laughably small size of the fund is 
symptomatic of the attitude towards the 
poor revealed in the council’s document 
‘Localised Support for Council Tax 
Exceptional Hardship Policy', wherein it 
states that the fund is intended to help in 
cases of “extreme financial hardship and 
not support a lifestyle or lifestyle choice”. 
In other words, the council operates said 
fund according to the self-righteous 
Victorian-era classification of the poor as 
deserving or undeserving. 

That Harlow’s Labour-run council 
believes unemployment is a lifestyle 
choice explains why it chose to inflict a 
massive cut in the income of those who 
have least. Other local authorities chose to 
maintain 100 per cent council tax relief for 
jobless householders. 

It is a disgrace that Labour councillors 
have adopted the anti-working class 
ideological narrative of the Conservative- 
Liberal Democrat government with 
respect to the poor, whereby the victims 
are blamed for their situation.

Labour council’s spending policies 
fuelling a local cost of living crisis 

SIR, Labour-run Harlow Council claims its latest 
budget protects our community services and is 
good for local residents. It is nothing of the sort. 

They increased council tax and dipped into the 
Big Society Fund to keep community services 
going for another year. 

I introduced the Big Society Fund to act as a 
three-year support mechanism for private and 
voluntary sector organisations to take over the 
running of these services to secure longer term 
funding. It is not sustainable to rely each year on 
having enough money to top up the fund. 

The Playhouse, paddling pools and Pets’ Corner 
need long-term plans which we set out in 
administration and which Labour councillors 
have ignored to the detriment of our community. 

My Conservative colleagues on the council 
proposed a balanced budget that would freeze 
council tax. To do this they proposed scrapping 
the printing and delivery of Harlow Times and a 
significant cut to councillors’ allowances. Labour 
refused to listen and pushed through a tax plan 
hitting hardworking local residents. 

Both Essex and Harlow Conservatives have 
proposed to freeze the council tax.

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Street lights switch-off will 
plunge town into darkness

STREET lights throughout Harlow will be 
switched off for five hours each night from 
the beginning of next month. 

Essex County Council has confirmed that it 
will be pushing ahead with the part-night 
lighting scheme, with lights going out 
between midnight and 5am from Sunday, 
March 2. 

County Hall, which has already released 
maps showing which streets will be plunged 
into darkness, said the move will save money, 
cut carbon emissions and reduce light pollu¬ 
tion. 

Areas of the town centre, key road junctions 
and roads with a bad accident record will be 
excluded. 

The switch-off scheme was introduced in 
the districts of Maldon and Uttlesford in 
early 2007 and the council said there had 
been no increases in recorded crime or road 
collisions in either area. The part-night light¬ 
ing scheme is also operating in Chelmsford, 
Braintree, Colchester, Epping Forest, Castle 
Point and Rochford. 

Councillor Rodney Bass, cabinet member 
for highways and transportation, said: “We 
are still in the process of rolling out the part- 
night lighting scheme across the county. 

“We are giving due consideration to the 
consultation responses received from local 
residents and councillors in addition to the 
emergency services regarding the areas 
which they believe meet the exemption crite¬ 
ria. I appreciate their time and engagement 
with this process.” 

However, Star readers have voiced their 
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opposition on social network sites. 

Marion Lilly wrote on the Star’s Facebook 
page: “Stupid idea. Not only possible increase 
of burglaries but makes those coming home 
in dark more vulnerable,” while Joy 
McDermott added: “It’s sickening that they 
will wait for crime to increase before putting 
them back on when they could avoid people 
becoming victims. It’s senseless.” 

On Twitter, Jane Adams tweeted: “It’s hor¬ 
rible walking with no street lights and feels 
pretty dangerous when you are on your 
own!” while Brad Copper said: “What’s the 
point in turning the lights off in Harlow at 
midnight? It’s just going to cause more crime, 
stupid idea.” 

County councillor Mike Danvers (Labour), 
who represents Harlow North, said: “Harlow 
is a 24-hour society and many people have to 
return to work in the early hours of the morn¬ 
ing. 

“One lady in Stackfield emailed me to say 
that when she returns from work she finds it 
very difficult to park her car any where near 
her house and fears walking back home with 
the lights switched off.”

Land setback for 
the team behind 
farming project

PLANS to start a community 
farm have stalled after the 
owner of the land refused 
permission at the eleventh 
hour. 

Organiser Elliot Wollen, 23, 
of Purford Green, Harlow, 
believed he had agreed a lease 
with the owner of three acres 
of land in High Wych which 
would be used for the Herts & 
Essex Community Farm. 

But just a week after the pro¬ 
ject secured the £5,000 it nee¬ 
ded to get the farm up and 
running, the land deal fell 
through. 

Mr Wollen was due to meet 
with the landowner on Sunday 
to agree the terms. 

He said: “Everything was 
fine but I was told an hour or 
so before the meeting that the 
land could not be leased for 
the community farm as it 
could be a security risk for the 
owner’s property and any 
plans for future development 
could be disrupted or made 
more difficult. 

“It is the most frustrating 
thing. We were very clear on 
our plans and the vision for 
the farm from day one so it is 
absolutely gutting, especially 
after all the work and all the 
money that has been raised.” 

Mr Wollen is now looking for 
a site of two-three acres in or 
around Harlow so that the 
project can continue as 
planned. 

He said: “We have already 
had a lot of options come for¬ 
ward after I announced what 
had happened on Facebook. 


“Hopefully, within the next 
two weeks we should have 
some new land lined up so 
that we can start work.” 

Mr Wollen will also be leas¬ 
ing half an acre of land in 
Foldcroft, Harlow. Volunteers 
will begin clearing the land on 
Saturday, March 1 in time for 


planting planned for the mid¬ 
dle of next month. 

A spokeswoman for the land- 
owner declined to comment 
when contacted by the Star 
this week.

Service saved but 
job losses to follow 


THE future of youth services in 
Essex has been secured after cost¬ 
cutting plans to outsource parts 
were scrapped. 

But Essex County Council has 
warned there will be redundancies 
as they move towards using more 
voluntary and private sector work¬ 
ers to deliver services. 

Cllr Ray Gooding, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for education and lifelong 
learning, said: “We cannot get 
away from the fact we are working 
in a tough economic climate but 
we have tried to ensure we can 
deliver the best service possible, 
retaining everything important to 
young people while keeping our 
eye on the need to reduce costs.” 

In October last year staff were 
told about plans to begin moving 
away from the direct delivery of 
youth services. 

County Hall wanted to outsource 
the service by commissioning spe¬ 
cialist providers and involving 
more voluntary community 
groups. It also wanted to reduce 
the budget for youth clubs and 
other out-of-school activities by a 
further £3m after the service’s 
budget was cut from £12m to £5m 
in 2010. 

This weekthe council announced 
it would retain all youth services

after receiving more than 5,000 
responses to the original propos¬ 
als. These included support groups 
for young carers, The Prince’s 
Trust, the Duke of Edinburgh 
Scheme, Essex Dance Theatre, 
access to youth work professionals 
and youth centres. 

The authority also announced an 
additional £lm of funding but said 
there will be job losses. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
campaigned extensively on this 
issue and regularly met with repre¬ 
sentatives of the county council 
and youth organisations, said he 
was pleased youth centres will 
remain open. 

“I am glad Essex County Council 
has listened and is ensuring that 
frontline services for young people 
will continue to be delivered,” he 
said. 

“I am particularly pleased that 
the youth centres will remain 
open. They are essential for our 
young people and provide real 
value for them, as well as a boost to 
our community.” 

However, Mr Halfon, who has 
raised the issue in the House of 
Commons and tabled a Parlia¬ 


mentary motion, said he was 
“greatly saddened” by the prospect 
of redundancies. “The youth work¬ 
ers in Harlow are exceptional and 
Essex County Council should do 
everything possible to help people 
find work if any of them are made 
redundant,” he added. 

Suzy Stride, Labour’s parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Harlow, said: “I 
am pleased to see that Essex 
County Council have listened to 
the Save Our Youth Service cam¬ 
paign. The protest we arranged at 
County Hall is even mentioned in 
the council papers 

“Myself and the young people 
still have huge concerns over the 
fact that there will still possibly be 
the same level of cuts made, just 
that these will be delayed. 

“In reality it appears that the 
Tories at County Hall have not 
really changed their minds.” 

Cllr Gooding said: “We need to 
work within a reduced budget and 
therefore aspects of the service will 
need to be delivered differently, 
but based on our experience initia¬ 
tives such as involving the com¬ 
munity has seen local youth provi¬ 
sion increase and flourish.” 

The full list of proposals will be 
presented to the county council’s 
cabinet for review on Tuesday.

Field gun stood as a symbol of victory

H ARLOW has gained a 
national reputation for 
its impressive collection of 
publicly displayed works. 

But at one time a field gun 
sat in pride of place in what 
is now the old town. 

This photo was sent into 
Nostalgia by cab driver Neil 
Betteridge, a member of the 
Facebook page Harlow Photos 
- Old and New. 

“My late friend Chris found 
this photo in a shop in 
Oxfordshire where he lived 
and we were intrigued by 
what it actually was and why 
it was sitting outside the 
Green Man Hotel in Old 
Road,” writes Neil, 46.

“I sent the photo to a 
friend of mine who is into 
his military stuff, he told 
us that it wasn’t a cannon 
but a 77mm Feldkanone 96 
Neuer Art Field Gun and 
was almost certainly 
captured from the German 
army and brought back to 
Britain as a regimental 
souvenir. 

“This dated the photo to 
sometime after the 
Armistice in 1918.” 

The Museum of Harlow was 
recently given 13 volumes of 
The Great War, The Standard 
History of the all Europe 
Conflicts and in the books - 


which are available for public 
view - the field gun is 
described as the type of 
weapon used primarily by 
German troops during the 
First World War. 


Guns and artillery were 
brought back to the UK as 
fruits of victory. 

It is believed the field gun 
was melted down for metal 
to help the war effort in the 
Second World War.

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Jazz guitarist 
aiming for a 
wider appeal 


JAZZ is a genre often seen as being too 
high-brow to be enjoyed casually. It's 
more often viewed as an art form than 
something to listen to, but music is just 
music to guitarist Ant Law, and his aim is 
to appeal to anyone and everyone. 

As someone who was a relatively 
late starter on the jazz scene, he draws 
influence as much from rock and pop as 
from Miles Davis or Charlie Parker. 

Ant explained: "I grew up with blues 
and rock, so jazz was a bit of a jump for 
me, but I love so many different types 
of music anyway so a lot of varied stuff 
filters through. 

"But it's in a jazz musician's nature to 
scout music and try new things, so the 
music naturally evolves." 

Ant and his quartet visit the Marigolds 
Jazz Club in Old Harlow next week and 
will be playing music which he describes 
as "modern, catchy jazz". 

Much of it will be from his latest album, 
Entanglement, which was lauded by 
Chris Parker of London Jazz News as 
"rhythmically complex but at the same 
time bright, punchy and memorable”. 

Ant aims to appeal to those who, like 
him, did not grow up with jazz as their 
first choice. 

"I didn't find it super accessible to 
start off with,” said Ant, "but artists like 
Courtney Pine and Russell Gunn, and the 
hip-hop crossover stuff got me into it." 

Speaking of the upcoming Harlow 
performance, Ant said: "The type of 
music we're doing is quite close and 
personal and works well being in a small 
venue.” 

As a guitarist, Ant has had an influence 
on other genres besides jazz. In 2011 he 
was featured in Total Guitar magazine, 
and has pioneered a 'Perfect Fourths' 
tuning system which is detailed in his 
book 3rd Millennium Guitar. 

He has also worked with XFactor 
winner Steve Brookstein, Mica Paris 
and Leon Ware and has performed in 
prestigious venues such as The Vortex in 
London, festivals including the Edinburgh 
Jazz and Blues Festival, and even arenas 
such as Wembley and Murrayfield. 

"In the spring we will be back in the 
studio to work on a new album,” said 
Ant. "This will include music we are 
playing on the present tour. Then we 
hope to tour again as soon as the album 
is out.”

Growers of 
the Great War

MORE than 5,000 British citizens were 
interned in First World War civilian 
detention camp Ruhleben, an old 
racecourse outside Berlin. 

It was described as 'scandalously 
inadequate', 'not fit to keep pigs in', 
and yet, amid all the horror, a group 
of green-fingered British men - 
who'd been living in Germany at the 
outbreak of war - decided to create 
something beautiful. 

Forming a horticultural society, they 
set to work on the land to help feed 
their fellow prisoners, and with it, feed 
hope in the face of adversity. 

This unique story, uncovered by 
the RHS Lindley Library, will be told 
in a new exhibition in October to 
commemorate the centenary of the 
First World War. The RHS is appealing 
to anyone who thinks a relative may 
have been one of these prisoners to 
get in touch (libraryenquirieslondon@ 
rhs.org.uk) and share their story. 

What the society already knows 
about these brave men, who overcame 
long imprisonment and harsh 
conditions with crops and flowers, is 
fascinating enough, though. 

At first the prisoners were put into 
the Tea House and stable buildings - 
some men were even crowded into a 
disused horsebox. Eventually barracks 
were built, but serious problems with

catering soon led to food riots. 

Some improvements were 
undertaken by the German authorities 
after a visit by the American 
ambassador brought conditions to 
wider notice, and forced them to limit 
damaging publicity. 

But it was the prisoners themselves, 
and their love of gardening, which 
really transformed the camp. 

Initially, horticulture was limited to 
a few British enthusiasts who made 
flower pots out of biscuit tins and 
developed rudimentary gardens 
outside their barracks. But a gift 
of seeds from the Crown Prince of 
Sweden sparked more ambitious 
plans; and the Ruhleben Horticultural 
Society was formed. 

Within days of its first meeting, the 
secretary wrote to the RHS back in 
England asking to become an affiliated 
society. Stunned and amazed by this 
call, the RHS sent huge amounts of 
seeds, bulbs and advice to its new 
affiliate, deep behind enemy lines. 

The members of the new society, 
eventually numbering more than 900, 
fed the camp's inmates, earned money 
to fuel its fledgling economy, disguised 
their bleak surroundings and organised 
RHS flower shows to boost morale.

Despite the complaints about the 
food supplied in the camp, the first 
priority appears to have been to grow 


flowers - perhaps a basic human 
longing for beauty. In January 
1917 permission was sought to 
create a vegetable garden. The 
RHS sent vegetable seeds which 
were planted out in March. In the 
society's first year, they grew many 
flowers including petunias, dahlias, 
chrysanthemums, stocks, lobelia, 
nicotiana and sweet peas, along 
with 20,000 lettuces, cabbages and 
cauliflowers, 500 celery plants, 600 
tomato plants producing 3001b of 
fruit, 100 marrow plants, 36 melons 
and 72 cucumbers. 

During 1917, the Ruhleben 
Horticultural Society organised 
competitions and held two flower 


shows - prizes were awarded for 
vegetables, cut flowers, sweet peas, 
table decorations, button holes, 
window boxes and gardens. 

After the Armistice finally came, the 
camp was rapidly disbanded. In 1958 
the racecourse and all its buildings 
were demolished to make way for a 
sewage works.

HOW do you attribute value to a piece of 
art? Under the auctioneer's hammer earlier 
this month, Camille Pissarro's impressionist 
work Boulevard Montmartre , Matinee De 
Printemps almost scaled the dizzy heights of 
£20 million. 

The painting belonged to Jewish industrialist 
Max Silberberg, who was forced to break up 
his collection by the Nazis. Thankfully, the 
painting eventually found its way back to 
Silberberg's family in 2000. 

Many other artworks from around Europe, 
plundered by Hitler's troops in the late 1930s 
and early 1940s, might have been lost forever 
were it not for the valiant efforts of the 
Monuments Men. 

This small platoon of museum curators, 
architects, artists and historians were too old 
to be drafted but shared an unwavering belief 
in the preservation of 1,000 years of culture. 
They risked their lives to locate caches of stolen 
artworks and return paintings, sculptures and 
drawings to the rightful owners. 


This fascinating true story of heroism 
is retold as a gung-ho Ocean's Eleven- 
stye caper by George Clooney in his fifth 
directorial feature. And as history lessons 
go, The Monuments Men is lightweight and 
mildly entertaining. 

President Roosevelt (Mike Dalton) sanctions 
Harvard art historian Frank Stokes (Clooney) 
to venture behind enemy lines and save as 
many treasures as possible. 

Stokes recruits six men - curator James 
Granger (Matt Damon), Sergeant Richard 
Campbell (Bill Murray), Sergeant Walter 
Garfield (John Goodman), Lieutenant Jean 
Claude Clermont (Jean Dujardin), Private 
Preston Savitz (Bob Balaban) and Major 
Donald Jeffries (Hugh Bonneville) - and 
despatches them to key points to search for 
the loot. 

Granger heads to Paris where he hopes to 
extract vital intelligence from Claire Simone 
(Cate Blanchett), curator at the Jeu de Paume 
in Paris. However, she is reluctant to help, 
believing the Allies will relocate the recovered 
treasures to collections in Russia or America. 

The Monuments Men strikes an uneven 
tone between comedy and drama, which 


sometimes jars. The central mission to 
outwit Hitler is structured as vignettes 
around Belgium, France and Germany, 
converging on Altaussee in Austria 
for the race to recover Michelangelo's 
marble sculpture Madonna Of Bruges from 
a salt mine before the Soviets sweep into the 
spa town. 

Consequently, the ensemble cast are 
divided for extended periods, resulting in 
sluggish dramatic momentum. 

Clooney, Damon and co look dapper in 
military attire while Blanchett comes closest 
to delivering a full performance in limited 
screen time. 

At the very end of the film, Roosevelt 
turns to Stokes and asks, "Thirty years 
from now, you think anyone's going to 
remember these men died for a piece of 
art?" 

If Clooney's film is their enduring legacy, 
perhaps not.

COMPARING property prices 
with a friend recently, he 
finds it amusing that in the 
UK we tend to sell houses 
on the basis of how many 
bedrooms they have. 

Although he lived and 
studied in the UK for several 
years, he was born and lives 
in Paris and we noted the 
differences between how 
property is marketed here 
and overseas. 

In Europe it’s all about 
size; property is usually sold 
by the square metre. Here 
we still use the number of 
bedrooms as a key measure 
of a property’s value. It is 
one of the main components 
of our searches on property 
portals and the first 
question we ask when 
enquiring about a new 
place. 

So does space have a 
value or is it really all about 
the number of bedrooms? 

Of course space has value 
- we would expect to pay 
considerably more for a 
large detached house with 
four large bedrooms than 
for a terraced house with 
four small ones. However, 
when you look at the value 
of that space things get 
complicated. 

According to Nationwide, a 
10 per cent increase in the 
size of your house produces 
only a five per cent increase 
in its value. However, if you 
use that extra space as a 
bedroom, it would create 
almost three times as much 
uplift, at 12 per cent (or up 
to 23 per cent if you also 
added a bathroom). Zoopla 
goes one step further and 
claims that prices go up 
even further. Their data 
claims as much as 19 per 
cent. 

Clearly the number of 
bedrooms can have a 
greater impact on prices 
than the size of a property, 
but only on the edges of 
each price bracket. It is why 
many properties in London 
are now marketed using 
square meterage. 

Maybe the best bet would 
be to buy a property with 
enough space to divide into 
extra bedrooms and/or 
bathrooms without the need 
to extend.

Plastic pioneers’ 
pitch battle good 
news for Hawks 


THE news that Maidstone United 
- the pioneers of a Ryman Football 
League 3G artificial pitch - will be 
denied promotion to the 
Conference South might have 
derailed the ultimate target of 
Harlow Town FC supremo Tom 
Cunningham. 

Well if you thought that, then 
think again. 

Cunningham and Hawks chair¬ 
man John Barnett have been 
unanimous in their aim for the 
Ryman division one north club - to 
win successive promotions and 
join Harlow’s neighbours Bishop’s 
Stortford in the Skrill South. 

However, this grand plan suf¬ 
fered a setback with the news that 
Maidstone - currently top of the 
Ryman premier division - would 
not be allowed to join the 
Conference South if promoted at 
the end of the season. 

This was after the Football 
Conference voted by 21 votes to 11 
to prevent clubs with 3G surfaces 
from playing in either the 
Conference (Skrill Premier) or its 
two feeder divisions the Skrill 
South and Skrill North. 

But Cunningham does not think 
the matter will end there, and, if 
promoted, he thinks Maidstone 
will eventually go to the High 
Court or even the European Union, 
to secure approval to play in the 
Skrill South with a 3G pitch. 

“It’s definitely not put a spanner 
in our works,” said a determined 
Cunningham (58), who took over 
at Harlow in February 2010. 
“Maidstone will fight our case for 
us and this will set a precedent. We 
can’t see it being a problem for us 
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in the future.” 

Harlow’s pitch was installed last 
summer at a cost of £350,000+ and 
has been the envy of local football 
this winter, with games being 
postponed left, right and centre. 

“We can see the sense of having a 
pitch like this. This is the future of 
football. To deny Maidstone a 
place in the Conference South is 
surely a restriction of trade. 

“Most, if not all, League 1 and 
League 2 clubs can only dream of 
having the facilities that we now 
have at Harlow because they are 
financially restricted. The new 3G 
pitch is a huge investment for us 
and will now enable us to drive the 
club forward in so many ways and 
give the community an enviable 
facility.” 

Harlow remain in a great posi¬ 
tion to secure a return to the 
Ryman premier since their relega¬ 
tion from this level in 2009. 

Harlow have remained friends 
with Maidstone and sought their 
advice as they prepared their own 
plans to install their own all- 
weather 4G surface. 

“We have kept in contact with 
them and supported them over 
this,” added Cunningham. 

The FA could be set to over-rule 
the Football Conference on this 
issue. 

They backed the use of the pitch¬ 
es following an England U-16 game 
being played on 3G last week. 

And if Champions League match¬ 
es can be staged in Russia on 3G 
pitches, surely the Football 


Conference have not got a leg to 
stand on? 

Certainly the situation has not 
hindered Harlow’s promotion 
hopes. 

They now lie third, while many 
other clubs, particularly the other 
promotion-chasing teams, play 
catch up. 

In comparison, this time last 
year Harlow had only played 25 
games, but have already complet¬ 
ed 29 matches this season, while 
many in division one north only 
have staged 24, 25 or 26 games as 
the wet winter was compounded 
by more rain last weekend and 
midweek which forced clubs to 
postpone matches by the score. 

Maidstone owner Oliver Ash 
plans to fight on, but voiced his 
disappointment at the 
Conference’s decision. 

He said: “We had modest expec¬ 
tations about the vote because it 
gave 24 premier clubs one vote 
each, while North and South got 
just eight between them. 
Additionally, the compelling facts 
and figures on 3G were not dis¬ 
closed to the clubs by the 
Conference Board prior to the 
vote. 

“It’s business as usual for our 
club. We will continue to cam¬ 
paign for 3G to be allowed higher 
up the pyramid, while the first 
team will push for promotion from 
the Ryman premier division. If we 
were in a promotion position come 
the end of the season we are very 
confident we would be allowed to 
go up on 3G.” 

This endeavour will undoubtedly 
help Harlow’s cause.

Rivals back 
Harlow Town 
FC’s surface 

THE Hawks’ have discovered an 
unlikely ally in their fight to get 
universal acceptance for their 
state-of-the-art all-weather 4G 
pitch - in the shape of the vice- 
chairman of arch-rivals Bishop’s 
Stortford. 

The rivalry had existed between 
the two clubs for many a decade, 
but Blues vice-chairman John 
Turner revealed he voted for 
Football Conference clubs to 
allow clubs to play on the 
artificial surfaces when the Board 
voted on the matter at an 
extraordinary general meeting. 

After watching the rain see off 
yet another Bishop’s Stortford FC 
match and further impact on their 
finances, Turner admitted that he 
voted for artificial pitches to 
remain in the Conference leagues. 

Following a recent vote taken by 
all the clubs in the Skrill Premier, 
North and South, it was decided 
that in future seasons, artificial 
pitches would NOT be permitted 
in the divisions, with a final vote 
recorded of 21-11. 

Ryman premier side Maidstone 
United, who have a 3G pitch and 
are looking to earn promotion to 
the Conference South, are 
attempting to overturn the 
decision. 

Turner has become increasingly 
frustrated at Stortford’s inability 
to stage home matches because 
of the state of their pitch, and has 
watched with envy as Harlow 
have been unaffected by the wet 
weather. 

“It’s been a never-ending battle 
for us,” Turner said. “Not only in 
the physical effort required, 
especially by our groundstaff, but 
financially. 

“It’s the worst I’ve ever seen 
and it’s very depressing. The 
revenue implications that come 
from having something like just 
five home games in 13 weeks are 
clear. 

“We’re still paying players each 
week even though there’s no 
income coming in.” 

On the artificial pitch decision, 
he admitted: “I voted for artificial 
pitches. You can get your games 
played and it opens up other 
revenue opportunities. You can 
see what’s going on at Harlow.” 

By contrast, the Hawks have 
already played 29 games, while 
Stortford have got just 22 Skrill 
South games on. 

Stortford have not got the 
finances to install a similar pitch 
to Harlow, but will look at 
bringing in a new grass pitch next 
summer.

ANDREW Osagie has his sights 
firmly set on defending the 
800m bronze medal he won at 
the World Indoor 
Championships in Turkey two 
years ago - after being called 
up for the Great Britain squad 
to compete in Sopot, Poland. 

The Harlow Athletic Club 
member was this week named 
in the 35-strong GB squad for 
the Championships, from 
March 7-9. 

And the 25-year-old former 
Burnt Mill School student will 
head into the competition in 
tip-top form having shattered 
his own personal best indoor 
time at the Sainsbury’s Indoor 
Grand Prix in Birmingham on 
Saturday. 

British Athletics Performance 
Director Neil Black is confident 
GB can return with a clutch of 
medals. 

He said: “This is a relatively 
young team with a number of 
new faces taking individual 
places which is encouraging as 
we focus on long term develop¬ 
ment towards 2016 and 2017. 

“Where there were any close 
decisions we have prioritised 
the Sainsbury’s British 
Athletics Championships 
results and it is good to see ath¬ 
letes and their coaches who 
have made significant break¬ 
throughs in the last year are 
maintaining those results.” 

Osagie said: “I feel like I’m the 
fastest I’ve ever been but 


maybe not as strong. Training’s 
been going really well. 

“I’m really looking at the out¬ 
door season: the World 
Champs and Commonwealth 
Games. Hopefully I can beat 
Kszczot and Aman at the World 
Indoors. 

“I’m feeling really good about 
this year - I’ve got a big year 
ahead.” 

Osagie showed that he is run¬ 
ning into the form of his career 
after setting an indoor person¬ 
al best time to finish fourth in 
the 800m at Birmingham. 

The Olympic and World 
Championship finalist crossed 
the finish line in 1:45.22, and 
was beaten by arch rivals 
Mohamed Aman from Ethiopia 
who won in a fast time of 
1:44.52, with South Africa’s 
Andre Olivier second (1:44.99) 
and Pole Adam Kszczot third 
(1:45.19). 

Osagie said: “I’m massively 
happy with that. I’ve had a cold 
this week, which has been a bit 
annoying, so I relaxed a little 
bit too much. 

“On another day if I ran my 
race well I might have got close 
to a British record. I got a quick 
time today going into the World 
Indoors. 

“I knew the pacemaker was 
going off as quick as I’ve ever 
ran outdoors so I had to run my 
own race and pick off whoever 
I could down the home straight. 

“I’m happy with today.”
